In a recent issue we published an article dout the clandestine "pirate" radio trans — 
mitters which were braadcasting commercial programs from locations off the coast of 
Europe. Now, from UPI via the Philadelphia Daily News, comes the followings 
"Operators of a pirate TV transmitter set up on a drilling platform in the North Sea 
outside of Dutch territorial waters have strung antenna wires across the helicopter 
landing deck to prevent naval air landing, Ministry of Defense sources said. 
The Amsterdam public prosecutor's office had hoped to land and cut the transmitter 
from the air. Authorities have begun aerial photography of the platform in an effort 
to find another way in. The transmitter broadcasts commercial TV programs in com- 
petition with the state-owned TV system." 
Sounds like an interesting war, doesn't it? 
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General Electric now offers a new Five-in-One tool featuring added convenience and 
durability for both the electronic service technician and hobbyist. The versatile 
new tool combines two screwdrivers-—one standard and one Phillips-—-with three hex 
socket wrenches, in 1/4-, 5/16--, and 3/8-inch sizes. It has a pocket clip and shock- 
resistant plastic handle. Metal parts are made of nickel-plated, tempered tool steel. 
Tools are available through authorized General Electric electronics components dis- 
tributors. Suggested price is 98 cents. 
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Antenna Specialists Company have announced a mew type of rotorless beam antenna. Des— 
igned primarily for Citizeris Band use (but it does make one think, doesn't it? ED) 
this antenna is a sector phased omni-beam. The antenna itself remains. completely 
stationary. The unit is described.as three antennas in one. One of the three is used 
to radiate power, while the remaining two form a screen to reflect and focus the beam. 
Beam rotation is accomplished by switching the radiating job from one element to the 
next. The beam patterns of the new antenna provide full circle scan coverage with a 
directional gain of 7.75db -— the equivalent of 30 watts output from a 5 watt source. 
Noise and other intemfrence from points ovtside the beam pattern are greatly reduced 
by the-new design according to the maker.
